Joan Crawford's

Nothing will shake Dorothy 
Clayton’s belief that Joan Crawford, 
the late actress maligned by her 
adopted daughter’s recent book, was 
anything but a beautiful, gracious 
and thoughtful woman. 

The Upland woman started a cor- 
respondence with Joan Crawford in 
1951. Their exchange of letters 
lasted until April 6, 1977, just before 
Miss Crawford's death.

She 
often refers to ‘‘the children,” but 
seldom by name, Cindy, Cathy and 
Christopher, a boy who was ‘‘always 
running away,” Mrs. Clayton said, 
said. 

ly in one letter is Christina 
Crawford’s name mentioned. This is 
the daughter who has written the 
book, ‘Mommie Dearest,’ which 
paints the famous actress as an 
abusive parent in no uncertain 
terms. 
“In her letter, dated May 30, 1972, 
the actress wrote, ‘‘Christina lives 
in Los Angeles and has done acting 
in television and also does commer- 
cials.” 


=-“Christina is the one that wrote a 
fasty book about her mother,” Mrs. 
Glayton said. One of the reasons 
Mrs. Clayton is allowing her letters

~Mrs. Clayton came to California 
from Ohio in 1927 as a young widow. 
She. worked at various secretarial 
jobs and about 1929, she’s not sure of 
the date, Mrs. Clayton was taking 
dialogue for the new ‘‘talkies’’ on a 
stenotype machine. 

“(Joan Crawford was around and 
on the sets,” Mrs. Clayton said, 
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‘tand she was unhappy about not get- 
ting the scripts she wanted.” Mrs. 
Clayton said they never were friend- 
ly — just: passing acquaintances. 

Mrs. Clayton left MGM and work- 
ed in her secretarial jobs in I.os 
Angeles and one that lasted 10 years 
with the Santa Fe Railroad in 
Needles. She also took up 
photography and two of her pic- 
tures, ‘“Desert Road’’ and ‘‘Joshua 
Tree’’ were hung in the Kodak 
building of the 1939 New York 
World’s Fair. 

In 1943, Mrs. Clayton signed up 
with the Army and after training in 
Des Moines, Iowa, she was based in 
St. Louis, Mo., doing her usual 
secretarial work.

The Central School board last 
week directed Superintendent Nor- 
man Guith to oversee. cuts of nearly 
$300,000 before the district's 
preliminary budget returns to 
trustees next month. 


Guith noted the district is using a 
new budget format this year, seek- 
ing ideas and requests from the dis- 
trict’s 250 employees on the spen- 
ding plan for 1979-80. 


Proposed expenditures before 
trustees Tuesday represented 
something of a ‘‘dream”’ list from 
“every employee who wanted to 
turn one in,’’ he added. 


The requests helped push expen- 
ditures to $4,057,008, or $297,968 
above the district’s latest forecast 
of income of $3,759,040 for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1. 


Guith indicated the first-glance 
deficit is predictable under the new 
budget procedure, which he said is 
aimed increasing employee involve- 
ment. 

And employees will have first 
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noted that even with rear yards 
some 40 feet in depth the homes 
would be adjacent to a source of 
noise.

He added that no two-story homes 
would be built next to the tennis 
club. 

“‘We agree to all conditions re 
quired for approval of this tentative 
map, and we feel we have vigorous- 
ly pursued all aspects required to in- 
duce a compatible and pleasant 


Neighborhood environment.’’ 


Councilwoman Petokas question- 
ed whether moving the cul-de-sac 
eastward would cut down on the im- 
pact of the neighboring tennis club. 

“Tt’s a value judgment,”’ she said. 

Hoover agreed, noting the lights 
would be shining at the front of 
homes rather than the rear under 
the alternative street arrangement. 

Although two council members 
abstained, the quorum present per- 
mitted the vote on the tentative 
tract.

‘Sewer connection fees * 
for business supported

Sewer connection fees for new 
businesses and industries were 
recommended Thursday night by a 
committee of West End mayors and 
other elected officials. 

The fees would raise money for 
the expansion of sewage treatment 
capacity at plants operated by the 
Chino Basin Municipal Water 
District. 

The committee recommended the 
fees without much discussion. It will 
submit the proposal to the seven 
local governments which contract 
with the district for sewage treat- 
ment. 

The fees must be approved by city 
councils in Ontario, Upland, Chino, 
Montclair and Fontana, the county 
board of supervisors and the board 
of directors of the Cucamonga Coun- 
ty Water District, which serves 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

The fees would be charged when a 
building permit is issued for a new 
business or industrial plant. The 
amount to be charged will depend 
upon the size and nature of the 
business or industrial plant. 

The proposed formula includes a 
minimum charge of $150, $30 for 
each fixture unit as defined by the 
Uniform Plumbing Code, and 50 
cents per gallon for any amount 
greater than 3,000 gallons of 
wastewater discharged daily. 

Frank Lesinsky, president of the 
Cucamonga County Water District 
board, offered the proposal. 
Lesinsky, who headed the group 
which drafted the proposal, said, ‘‘It

comes to a fine compromise.’ 

Theo Nowak, acting general 
manager of the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District, said the 
district staff had not reviewed the 
proposed fees. But he did not offer 
any objection to them. 

Together with a similar fee 
proposed for new houses connected 
to rnunicipal sewer systems, the in- 
dustrial sewer connection fees are 
expected to raise millions of dollars 
for the expansion of regional sewage 
treatment capacity. 

The shortage of such capacity at 
regional plants in Ontario and Chino 
has been the key factor in limiting 
home construction and population 
growth in the West End for two 
years. 

Some industries discharge their 
sewage into a line reserved for non- 
reclaimable wastewater. They pay 
separate connection fees directly to 
the district. 

Of the seven local governments it 
was submitted to, only the Fontana 


City Council has not yet acted upon 
the one-time-only fee of $950 propos- 
ed last month for a tiew house con- 
nected to a municipal sewer system. 

City councils in Chino and 
Montclair have given preliminary 
approval te ordinances that would 
establish the fee. The other local 
governments have adopted the fee. 

The committee spent more time 
Thursday night debating whether to 
proceed with a joint powers agree- 
ment. 

That’ would provide the seven 
local governments with the legal 
means to control the money they 
will raise through connection 
charges. However, the money would 
go to the Chino Basin district for ex- 
pansion projects. 

On a 42 vote, the committee 
decided to proceed with the agree- 
ment and to ask the seven local 
governments to put up $1,000 each to 
pay for its drafting.

Litestyle changes could reverse national statistics 


By LINDA BERGSTEDT 
Panorama Editor 
Statistics for the leading 
cause of death in this coun- 
try today could be reversed 
if people would change their 
lifestyles, alter eating 
habits and stop smoking. 
The top cause of fatality 
is arteriosclerosis. Harden- 
ing of the arteries affects 
more. people and causes 
more deaths than any other 
single disease, Dr, Gilbert 
Turner said recently. 


The vascular surgeon was 
the guest speaker for the 
April luncheon meeting of 
the San Antonio Community 
Hospital Auxiliary in Aita 
Auditorium at the hospital. 

Speaking on 
‘‘Arteriosclerosis and 
Related Complications,’’ 
Dr. Turner constantly 
referred to arteriosclerosis 
obliterans as ASO, a term 
the audience could easily 
identify with hardening of 
the arteries. 


ASO leads 
to strokes, 
aneurysms 


When arteriosclerosis obliterans (ASO) is allowed to 
go unchecked, the disease manifests itself in many ways 
— such as stroke, aneurysms and heart blockage. 

ASO and its complications were the topic of Dr. 
Gilbert Turner when he spoke recently at the San An- 
torio Community Hosptial Auxiliary’s meeting at the 
hospital. 

Hardening of the arteries seems to localize in several 
major arteries such as the abdominal, femoral (groin), 
carotid (brain) and coronary (heart). 

“ASO is a general disease, but fortunately it seems to 
be localized so we. can control its effects through sur- 
gery,’’ Dr. Turner noted. 

He described vascular surgery as ‘‘one of the most: 
progressive and dynamic areas of modern medicine. 

*'We're saving limbs today,” he exclaimed. ‘‘But we're! 
only attacking the disease locally.” 

Accompanying his talk with slides, the vascular sur-~ 
geon showed drawings comparing a normal artery with 
one containing cholesterol deposits. ‘“‘That’s all that eggs 
and cheese,”’ he said. ‘ 

ASO occurs in men from the ages of 50 to 70 at a rate of 
females to 1 female. But after the age of 60, women start 
to catch up, with the ratio changing to 2 4% men to fl 
woman. The physician said this could be due to lack af 
estrogen or the presence of diabetes in women over 60. 
He said 20 percent of the ASO in leg arteries occurs im 
patients with diabetes, and that estrogen seems to have,a 
potent influence on the presence of ASO. ( 

Dr. Turner said strokes, caused by ASO in the carotid 
arteries, are the third leading cause of death and the 
leading cause of chronic disability. | 

‘Seventy-five percent of these patients will have sach 
symptoms as light-headedness, dizziness, weakness or 
numbness in extremities and paralysis.” Z 


He said’40 to 50 percent of stokes could be preventept if 


patients recognized these symptoms. Between one-third | 


and one-half of the patients with symptoms.will progress 
to a stroke within five years if untreated. 

The vascular surgeon said aneurysms, ballooning! out 
of arteries, are caused by hardening of the arteries 99 
percent of the time. They occur mostly in the elderly and 
generally are located in the abdomen. The second ‘most 
frequent location of an aneurysm is behind the knee. 

The danger with an aneurysm is rupture, which can be 
fatal if the aneurysm is located in the peritoneum cavity. 


Dr. Turner also discussed pacemakers, showing “some 


samples and talking about how they work. 


Mother's milk

best for baby 


Pediatricians, aban- 
doning four decades of ‘‘bot- 
tle - feed your baby” ad- 
vice, are pointing to new 
evidence linking mother’s 
milk to protective an- 
tibodies that babies can’t 
produce. 

According to a recent 
report in Medical World 
News, a leading medical 
magazine, mother’s milk 
increases immunity to in- 
fant disease, decreases 
respiratory and. gastroin- 
testinal infections and 
offers a higher resistance to 
allergies. 

Both the physical and 
emotional health of children 
are affected by the feeding 
method, says Dr, John 
Kennell, director of child 
development at Rainbow 
Babies and Children’s 
Hospital in Cleveland. 

‘‘Where mothers and 
newborn infants are per- 
mitted close contact,’’ says 
Dr. Kennell, ‘an attach- 
ment forms between them 
that has lasting effects on 
maternal behavior and 
lasting consequences for 
the child’s development and 
well - being.”’ ~ 

Dr. Lewis Barness, chair- 
man of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics 
Committee on Nutrition 


says these findimgs have 
elevated the importance of 
human milk im child 
development and renewed 
medical interest in nutri- 
tion. 

“Infant nutrition is more 
than a simple nnatter of 
nutrients provided! by a for- 
mula,”’ Barness sa ys. ‘‘How 
babies are fed is as impor- 
tant as what they are fed.’’ 

The report also links 
breast - feeding ’to reduced 
adult obesity and heart dis- 
ease. 

Lactating women require 
500 .calories more per day 
than normally meeded, ac- 
cording to Anm Coulston, 
R.D., incoming president of 
the California Dietetic 
Association. 

Coulston says nursing 
mothers should get, the ex- 
tra nutrients they need by 
eating a balanced diet. 
‘Calcium is jparticularly 
important,’’ she says. “The 
fetus will rob, its mother’s 
bones of calcimm if enough 
calcium isn’t supplied 
through her diet.” 

Coulston suggests daily 
selections from the four 
food groups system of nutri- 
tion including four servings 
from the vegetables and 
fruits, and! breads and 
cereals groups.

cited, many contributing 
factors to the disease such 
as higsh blood pressure, the 


wrong diet, overweight, 
stress, lack of exercise and 
smoking. 


‘The case against smok- 
ing fhas been established,”’ 
the physician said. ‘‘People 
who smoke have a higher 
death rate than those who 
don’t. You have,a 103 per- 
cent greater chance of dy- 
ing if you smoke. 

“Tf you smoke heavily, 
you are committing suicide

by giving up 15 to 16 years of 
your life,’ he said. 

Furthering the case 
against smoking, Dr. 
Turner said nicotine raises 
the cholesterol level in 
smokers, and that women 
who smoke 35 cigarettes a 
day have a higher risk of 
heart attack than those who 
smoke less or not at all. 

But diet probably is the 
most important factor in 
preventing ASO or rever- 
sing it in the human body, 
the physician said. Fats and 
cholesterols are the culprits 
here. 

“No population -on a low- 
fat diet has an incidence of 
ASO and ASO can be revers- 


ed by diet,’’ he emphasized. 

“You must diminish the 
amount of fat and 
cholesterol in your diet,’’ he 
said. These fats now include 
unsaturated ones due to re- 
cent studies. ' 

“Unsaturated fats wer 
supposed to be the great 
panacea, and they do make 
cholesterol level in the 
blood drop. But, there is no 
reduction of ASO and there 
is a buildup of cholesterol 
plaque on the artery wall,’’ 
he said. 

Dr. Turner recommended 
a low-fat diet of 15 percent 
or less fat in the total diet. 


When asked. if a person 


should go back to butter in- 
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stead of margarine, he said, 
“It would be better to go off 
it all together. Fifteen per- 
cent low-fat won’t leave 
much room for butters or 
oils,’’ 

He said an occasional egg 
was okay, and that low-fat 
milk was all right, but non- 
fat milk was better to drink 


in cutting down fats in the 
diet. 


The physician also cited 
the benefits of exercise in 
preventing hardening of the 
arteries, saying the in- 
cidence of ASO is five times 
higher in people who don’t 
exercise. 

“‘Get more exercise, 
three or four times a week 
after you have been check- 
ed and cleared by your per- 
sonal physician,’’ he 
recommended. 

The vascular surgeon also 
suggested eliminating 
coffee because it too in- 
creases the fats in the 
blood. He said

‘‘Learn to control 
hypertension, control 
stress, control obesity. 
quit smoking,” he said 
“Tf ted ap smoking, 
arteries will revert 
toward normal,” he ’ 
adding that those ° 
switch to cigars instead of 
cigarettes are ‘“‘only kidding 
themselves.

SACRAMENTO — From now until the normally dead- 
ly Memorial Day weekend which climaxes on the 28th of 
May, Californians will be inundated with a single, hard - 
hitting message intended to save their lives.

stickers, and from posters laboriously painted by 
schoolchildren, the words will come. 

In urban shopping centers and from taxicabs in Eureka 
in the far north of the state, the message will burn into 
the consciousness of motorists throughout the state. 

It will be the first coordinated effort by at least eight 
different state departments to do something about the 
Memorial Day death toll on California’s highways, which 
last year claimed 83 lives. 

Coordinated by the state Department of Motor 
Vehicles, the “Steering Is Not Enough”’ campaign will 
also be actively supported by the California Highway 
Patrol, the Department of Transportation, the Office of 
Traffic Safety, the Department of Alcoholic Beverage 
Control, the state Department of Education and the state 
Department of Alcohol and Drug Abuse, as well as 
countless service clubs, school districts and other 
organizations at the local level. 

Spearheading the effort will be the district Managers 
of the 47 local offices of the Department of Motor 
Vehicles, who have been working for weeks to involve 
local citizens in the effort. 


Among one of the most energetic of the local programs 
is one being pushed by the Escondido DMV office, where 
60,000 pledge cards are being circulated seeking to get it 
down in writing from motorists all over the north San 
Diego County area that they will use extra caution on the 
highways over the Memorial Day weekend. 

The idea was born a year ago for the statewide cam- 
paign when Doris Alexis, director of the DMV, visited a 
local traffic safety campaign in Fresno which utilized 
such promotional tactics to encourage traffic safety. 

Alexis was impressed. 

She broached the idea to her 147 district managers and 
the state Traffic Safety Office came up with $25,650 in 
federal grant money to underwrite the promotional ef- 
fort. 

Erwin Cooper, of the DMV headquarters staff here, 
was appointed ‘‘Traffic Awareness Week’’ coordinator.

SACRAMENTO — Dr. Strangelove would be disap- 
pointed in California’s emergency command center. 

The facility to which Gov. Brown would flee for safety 
in case of nuclear war or other disaster—such as a major 
accident at the nearby Rancho Seco nuclear power plant 
— is nothing like the awesome bunker with situation 
maps and fancy computer shown in the movie satirizing 
the nuclear Armageddon. 

Instead, it is a collection of rather drab rooms in the 
basement of a state office building that are the regular 
working spaces for several dozen state employees. 

“It’s radiation-proof, but I doubt if it’s bomb-proof,”’ 
state Office of Emergency Services spokesman Michael 
Browne said of the emergency command center. 

The center is located in the basement of a block-square 
state office building within sight of the Capitol. The 
governor could reach it in a very short ride from the gar- 
age in the basement of the Capitol directly into the base- 
ment emergency complex.

If he arrived during normal working hours, he would 
find his command ‘“‘bunker’’ occupied by a variety of 
state employees, including a contingent of the State 
Police, under the command of Assistant Chief Tim Hill. 

The space designated for the governor’s personal of- 
fice during the emergency is a concrete and cement- 
block room with exposed pipes, furnished with several 
drafting tables and desks occupied by the state workers 
who use the room. 

In several nearby rooms there are about a dozen radio 
sets, Teletype machines and special telephones that 
would link Brown directly to state and national emergen- 
cy and defense officials. Some of the state communica- 
tion systems are used regularly for normal state ac- 
tivities and the others are tested frequently to ensure 
they are ready if necessary in an emergency situation, 
Hill explained. 

The command complex includes men’s and women’s 
shower rooms — currently used by state workers who 
ride bicycles to work or jog during lunch — an open area 
that would become a bunkroom filled with cots stored 
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nearby, and its own kitchen, although there are no cann- 
ed civil defense rations stored in the complex. 

Browne said food could be brought in from the 
cafeteria upsf@irs, assuming they haa enough advance 
notice. 

Browne said the emergency center was established un- 
der a federal law, dating back to the 1950s, that requires 
every state to have some sort of facility for its governor. 
The federal government pays part of the expense for the 
shelter. 

Pennsylvania Gov. Richard Thornburgh was prepared 
to use a similar facility in Harrisburg if the Three Mile 
Island nuclear power plant accident led to a melt-down 
and major radiation release. 

Rancho Seco, a nuclear power plant of similar design 
is less than 25 miles from the Capitol here. 

While conducting a tour of the emergency center, Hill 
said the experts have told him it is impervious to 
nuclear radiation because it is below ground level, win- 
dowless, surrounded by thick concrete walls and able to 
be sealed off from the outside.

‘Dead’ art thrives in local labs

Taxidermy could be described as 
a dead art. 

But as an art, it’s alive and well 
and thriving at Chaffey College and 
the San Bernardino County Museum 
in Redlands. 

At Chaffey College, Dr. Henry 
Childs and Jim des Lauriers, biology 
professors, are supervising a group 
of interested students in the 
taxidermy art ‘during an after- 
school project. 

In the basement: of the county 

museum, Eugene Cardiff, curator of 
natural history, oversees and 
directs the stuffing of birds and 
Mammals done by many interested 
volunteers. 
. Both groups of taxidermists 
receive their birds and animals 
from the general public or game 
wardens of the California 
Department of Fish and Game. 

Cardiff explained animals are hit 
by cars or found dead from natural 


or mysterious causes. The finders 
will bring the bodies to either 
Chaffey College or the museum, 
where they will be placed in 
freezers. 

At Chaffey College, the students 
interested in taxidermy are 
planning careers in veterinary 
medicine, wild life or game 
management or forestry. Some are 
just interested in learning the art 
for their own satisfaction, des 
Lauriers said. 

Those doing taxidermy at the 
museum are students, men and 
women retired from related career 
fields and just interested 
volunteers. 

A large majority of the birds will 
be stuffed as study skins for 
students rather than being mounted. 
Both Chaffey College and the 
museum have drawers full of rare 
and common bird skins. 

On Tuesday nights, the Chaffey 
students travel to the museum to 
work and learn with Cardiff, des 
Lauriers said. ‘‘This gives us the

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opportunity of working with a 
variety of specimens and the 
museum gets our time and energy,’’ 
he said. 

The Chaffey College lab in the life 
science area has some 1,000 
specimens of birds and mammals 
with 200 in mounts, according to 
Childs. 

“We couldn’t teach ornithology 
(bird life) without a bird 
collection,’’ des Lauriers said. The 
taxidermy students are taken on 
field trips, the professor said, so 
they can ‘‘observe on their own what 
we've talked about in class.’’ 

The professor explained that any 
animal on the rare or endangered 
list is under restrictions about it’s 
possession, even when dead. ‘‘You 
have to have permits to have sea 
otters and eagles,’’ he said. 


There are many times when a 
bird, such as an eagle, will be 
brought to the college lab. 
“Someone has gotten it illegally and 
wants to get rid of it,’’ des Lauriers 
said. Once the lab is in possession of 
such a gift, the game warden is 
notified. 


The college group not only deals 
with the smaller birds and 
mammals, but with larger game. 
Childs showed off a drying Asian 
leopard, which he said, ‘‘Was 
probably a private pet and got loose, 
then was killed by a car. We were 
called and wanted to know if we’d 
like to have it.’’ 


Currently, the students are 
assembling a buffalo skeleton, the 
largest animal they have tackled. 

. ‘The legs are being put together 
now,’ Childs said, ‘‘but some of it is 
in the bug box.”’ 


The bug box is a large box 
containing beetles which eat the 
flesh off the bones. ‘‘If the bug box is 
going well,’ Childs said, ‘‘it only 
takes a few days to clean the bones. 
We have the only good bug box in 
San Bernardino County.” 


The buffalo will not be stuffed, but 
the skeleton will be assembled for 
study. ‘‘Skins and skeletons are 
expensive,’ des Lauriers said. ‘A 
bison skeleton costs about $10,000 
and a horse runs $8,000.’’ He 
explained skins and skeletons are 
invaluable educational resources 
which the school could never afford. 


In both the college and museum 
zoology labs, there is evidence of 
camaraderie between the 
instructors and the students and 
volunteers. The students are not 
getting credits for their work, and 
the volunteers are unpaid. 
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‘Good students are products of 
good professors,’’ des Lauriers saia, 
‘‘and these students are here 
because Hank (Childs) and I are.” 


Cardiff said he started at the 
museum in 1956 as a volunteer 
curator of birds and manimals. He 
has been on the paid staff since the 
new museum opened five years ago. 


He has some 20 regular volunteers 
who do the taxidermy works, but as 
Bob Wilson, a faithful volunteer, 
said, ‘‘We can prepare the bird for 
mounting, but it takes Gene to do 
the final touches because he knows 
just where the wings go and the 
right positioning of the bodies.” 


The ornithology library at the San 
Bernardino County Museum is 
available to any student. It 
contains hundreds of volumes and 
bird displays which are being 
indexed alphabeticaily for the 
convenience of students and docents 
conducting tours, Cardiff said. 


Cardiff has been doing taxidermy 
work since he was 12 years old, and 
“Tm still learning and improving 
my technique.’’ He also teaches a 
field study of birds each winter and 
spring for the UCR Extension 
courses, and in July will take a UCE 
study group to the outer islands of 
Alaska. He also has taken groups to 
Arizona, Texas, Yosemite and 
Mexico.

Cal Poly professor appointed 


as Rhodesian foreign minister

A Cal Poly Pomona professor, 
still in shock at being appointed 
foreign minister of Rhodesia 
(Zimbabwe). said Tuesday he had a 
“million things” going through his 
head — one of which was where to 
find gas this morning. 

James G. Kamusikiri. of Rancho 
Cucamonga, associate professor of 
history and instructor at Cal Poly 
Pomona for five years, received 
reports a week ago, through a 
London newspaper, that he had been 
appointed foreign minister by 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa, who heads 
the new black-majority government 
in Rhodesia. 

Kamusikiri, interrupted by phone 
calls several times during an 
interview Tuesday. said he first 
heard of the appointment when the 
London Evening Mail called him 
last week. 


He said he has talked with 
President-elect Muzorewa and. has 
accepted the position, but added, ‘‘It 
still isn’t official yet.”’ 

Kamusikiri will be third in power 
in the country of almost seven 
million people, dominated by a 95 
percent black or other ethnic 
population. 

Disdainful of the word ‘‘power,” 
Kamusikiri, born in Rhodesia and 
schooled in the United States, said. 
“I’m just one of the regulars here.” 

But he said he didn’t think it was 
unusual for him to be named to the 
position simply because the United 
States has been his home for several 
years. 

‘‘Muzorewa has gone out of the 
country for leaders because we 
didn’t have the facilities to train our 
people for years in Rhodesia. 

“It's a myth to think we're 
‘outside the country,’’’ Kamusikiri 
added, regarding the appointment of 


Rhodesians living outside their 
African country to the new cabinet. 


Kamusikiri has been involved 
with the United African National 
Council. his party affiliation in 
Rhodesia. while in the United 
States. He became active in the 
group after returning to Rhodesia in 
1973 to do field research for his 
doctorate. 


It was during that visit that he 
met Muzorewa, who was mobilizing 
the black country against the Ian 
Smith regime, according to 
Kamusikiri. 

‘‘He (Muzorewa ) impressed me.,’’ 
the professor said, although he 
added that he ‘‘never conceived of 
being appointed foreign minister 
some day.” 

When Kamusikiri returned to the 
United States in 1974; he became 
chairman of the United African 
National Council on the West Coast.

It is the photographer’s 
job to make the picture tell 
the story. 

That is why it is a good 
technique to have people 
doing something in a 
picture rather than standing 
there staring directly into 
the camera lens. 

This technique works 
equally well with 
photographing people who

activity, such as sports. 

The photographer, places 
his subject and chooses his 
camera position so he is 
looking into the subject as 
the activity takes place. 

Often, however, this may 
put the photographer in a 
position which is not the 
safest. You wouldn’t want 
to position yourself directly 
in front of a baseball 
pitcher throwing a ball or a 
batter hitting a ball. 

To do this would require a 
long telephoto lens so the 
photographer would be out 
of danger but still retain the 
camera position on the 
subject. 

In using this technique, 
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you should be aware of one 
drawback. The person, 
naturally, often will be 
looking down. If the activity 
is on a table top and your 
subject looks down, you can 
say goodbye to the eyes and 
your subject will seem to be 
asleep. 


There are two solutions to 
this problem. First have the 
person look up slightly, say 
just over the top of what he 
is doing, or lower the 
camera position so you are 
looking up into the person’s 
face.

Heat affects camera, film

With summer just around 
the corner, and hot weather 
vacation pictures in the of- 
fing, here are a few tips on 
how to keep cameras and 
film cool in the heat. 
The first thing to 
remember is that if you are 
hot and approaching the 
point of exhaustion, your 
% camera and the film inside 

probably are too. Film is 
“ particularly sensitive to 
, heat. 

If the camera is being 
carried, try to keep the sun 
from shining directly on it. 
Sling the camera over the 
shoulder opposite the sun so 
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your body is between the 
sun and the camera. 

Pocket cameras should be 
slipped into a purse or shirt 
pocket. 

Never leave a camera sit- 
ting in the sun. Cover the 
camera with a beach towel 
or blanket if you aren’t in a 
shady spot. 

If you must leave your 
camera in an automobile, 
place the camera in the 
trunk wrapped in a towel. 
Don’t leave your camera 
and film in the glove box or 
on the rear window ledge 
where the heat can become 
excessive. 

An ice. chest is a good 
place to keep a camera and

extra film on hot weather 
trips. Place the camera and 
film in a watertight con- 
tainer, even if you are using 
synthetic ice, to avoid con- 
densation. Even a small ice 
chest, with no ice, affords 
some insulation from the 
heat. 

After your vacation, be 
sure to remove all of your 
film from the car. The film 


you didn’t use can be stored | 
in the refrigerator and used | 


later. 

A little bit of care and 
planning can go a long way 
toward insuring that your 
valuable vacation pictures 
won't be ruined by mother 
nature. 











overhead light, the 
subject’s face will go into 
deep shadow when looking 
down, so the photographer 
will have to add some light 
to the face. Often a white 
table top will help, since it 
reflects the light back up 
into the subject’s face. 


Here’s still another thing 
to consider. 

If you are working in 
rather dim light, say 
indoors, you will be 
concerned with the depth of 
focus in your picture. You 
can either focus on the 
person or on what the 
person is doing. If you are 
using a large f-stop such as 
f-2 or f-2.8, then your depth 
of field will be extremely 
shallow and it will be 
practically impossible to 
get both in sharp focus. 


It will be up to you to 
decide what you want te 
emphasize. Why not try 
some of both? Make one or 
two pictures focused on the 
person, and then other shots 
focused on the activity. 

If your subject is seven 
feet away and the activity is 
at 5 feet, by using the 
hyperfocal distance you 
could focus at six feet and 
have everything acceptably 
sharp, even when using a 
large f-stop. 

I don’t want to get into a 


long, confusing discussion 
of hyperfocal distance, but 
it is sufficient to explain 
that it is the area between 
the closest point of focus 
and the farthest. This 
changes with each f-stop, 
the shorter the depth-of- 
field or hyperfocal distance. 
The smaller the f-stop, the 
greater. 

Most basic camera books 
explain this more fully, and 
you might want to check 
them if you are still 
confused. 
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It idea is to watch your 
point of focus so you will be 
able to select what you want 
sharply in focus and what 
you want out-of-focus or 
blurry. If your camera has 
a “preview’’ button, you 
can get some idea of what is 
in focus and what isn’t by 
actually stopping down to 
the f-stop you will be using. 
The important thing to 
remember if you have 
people in your picture is to 
give them some reason to 
be there, some purpose.
